Johnson, in 


the turbulent cross-currents of the slavery issue in Tennessee, grot j 
his im petus as spokesman for the large non-slave-owning faction 
in that state. 


A cciden ts and political deals made these men president — 
and neither the free w ill of political conventions nor the vo lu n ­ 
tary support of a m ajo rity of the voters. 
Truman, as is w ell known, was nominated as a result of 
President R o o sevelt’s decision to "ditch ” H enry W a lla ce for 
being too radical. 
It is only an ironic coincidence that later on 
I rurnan cam e to adopt the W allace position aa his own, and is 
now trying to force the W a lla c e program down this nation's 
throat. Trum an was hand-picked for vice president in C hicago’s 
hotel rooms by representatives of President Roosevelt, by a hand ­ 
ful of D em ocratic big-city machine bosses, and by a cluster o( 
C IO labor leaders. 


John son 's nomination was the result of fear by Lincoln's 
supporters that the mid-war election would go against the eman- 
si tiff | c ipator, 
I he w ar was going badly; it was becoming unpopular. 
Therefore Lincoln ran for re-election, not as a Republican, but on 
a "U n io n " ticket. 
For his running mate, Johnson was chosen 
because he w as an anti-slavery and anti-secession Dem ocrat. 


Possibly there is no more serious mistake to be charged 
against Lincoln. H e would almost certainly have been re-elected 
without this "com prom ise" — the victories of Gettysburg and 
V icksb urg changed the whole public attitude towards the war. 
A n d when Johnson unexpectedly came to the Presidency, he was 
a Dem ocrat to the Republicans, a "renegade" to the Dem ocrats 


Death, striking unexpectedly, elevated both Johnson and 
I rum en from the non-entity of being vice president to the tre­ 
mendous powers and responsibilities of the W hite House. 
Both 
follow ed "strong" men, leaders who made their own policies, 
set th cir own pace, and kept their own councils. Neither Lin co ln 
nor Roosevelt had ever taken their potential successors into 
their confidence. Both came to high office "green" — and each 
of them during a time of great emotional and social stress fo llo w ­ 
ing staggering warfare. 


In each case, the new Presidents undertook to apply to th© 
developing problems of the nation the policies which they said 
their predecessors would have adopted. This produced spectacu­ 
lar arguments with Congress, in which the question of what the 
country wanted and needed got shoved somewhat into the b ack ­ 
ground. 


Between 1862 and 1865, as M ilitary G overnor of occupied 
Tennessee under Lincoln. Johnson had pursued z vigorous p olicy 
of enforcing the Federal government's position against the de 
Ic,Bed Southern population. 


When. as the war ended, he became President, he shifted to .» 
' >oft' attitude towards those whom the North called "reb els.” 
In its report on Reconstruction in 1866, Congress stated the 
m atter thus: 
"H a rd ly is the war closed before the people 
of these insurrectionary States come forward and 
haughtily claim, as a right, the privilege of partici­ 
pating at once in that government which they had 
for four years been fighting to overthrow. 
A l­ 
low ed and encouraged by the Executive to o r­ 
ganize State governments, they at once put in

pow er leading rebels, unrepentant and unpardon 
cd excluding with contempt those who had niani

B ro ad ly speaking, the purpose of Congress was to establish 
civil riuht* 
in the South for tw o large classes which in the 
past had been frozen out of most political activities there — 
the Negroes, and the non-slave-owning Southerners, sometim es 
slightingly referred to as "p o o r w h ile s "; the class, in cid e n tally, 
from w hich Johnson came. 


In the ( ongressional elections of 1866, Johnson undertook 
to carry his side of the argum ent "to the people " I tis biographer 


in the curirn t En cyclo p ed ia Britannica, w ho is highly sympathetic: 
to Johnson, has this to say: 
"It is a question w hether his speeches, some of 
w hich were certainly undignified and in bad taste, 
did more harm than good to his cause." 


I he Republicans won the election by a landslide. Congress 
prom ptly undertook to "tighten u p" reconstruction. M eanw hile. 
other developm ents were increasing the tension between Presi­ 
dent and Congress. 
W h a t was going on was something w hich Congress did not 
officially recognize until 1872 — the rise of the Ku Klux Klan. 
i he K lan itself was supposedly founded in Tennessee in 1865, 
and the best-known and largest branch, the Knights of the W hite 
( am elia, originated in Louisiana around 1867. 


In these tw o states during the summer of 1866 occurred two 
bloody race riots. 
Congress, in reporting on them. described 
them as "m assacres,” and the voluminous testimony bears out 
the description. 
In New O rleans a number of white and Negroes, going on the 
assumption that the Fourteenth Am endm ent meant what it said, 
met in a political convention. 
"W h ite suprem acy" Southerners, 
led by uniformed policemen, stormed the building and attacked 
those inside with pistol, knife and club. 
Nearly fifty persons, 
m ostly Negroes, were slaughtered, and scores more wounded. 
In M em phis, where a unit of Negro soldiers was being dis­ 
banded to join their families in a cabin colony nearly, as soon as 
the men had turned in their weapons on attack was made on 
them. 
R io ting spread over the neighborhood. 
Official count 
lifted 46 Negroes known dead, with perhaps as many as twenty 
others whose bodies had disappeared; two white killed; 75 
w ounded, m ostly Negroes; five Negro wom en raped; 91 Negro 
homes burned; a hundred Negro homes looted; and four Negro 
churches and I 2 Negro schools burned. 
The reports of the Congressional investigating committees 
blam ed these insurrections squarely on the public policies and 
.batement* of President Johnson. They also hinted broadly that 
he had ordcted the U. S. soldiers on the scene to keep "hands 
off’’ during such episodes. The Johnson impeachment followed 
quickly when he picked this critical period to fry to fire the 
Secretary of W a r against Congress’ wishes. 
Speeches m ade by Johnson played a major part in his trial. 
Several of them were read into the record, and their content 
was m ade the subject of the test vote deciding whether he would 
stay in office or be removed. 
These addresses are probably unique in Am erican history. 
I hey w ere violent in the extreme. Johnson had the same unfor­ 
tunate habit which Truman has exhibited, of making remarks 
“off the cu ff." frequently in anger. But thus far the nearest M r. 
Truman has come to the Johnson level was his?ecent use of foul 
language w ith reference to a columnist who had displeased him. 
M uch heckling occurred during the Johnson speeches. 
H e 
met the row dies on their own terms. T o a m an in a crow d who 
shouted "N e w O rleans" at him, for example, and refused to stand 
up when called upon, the President said: " lf I was to see your 
face b y the iigl|t of day, I do not doubt but that I should tee 
cow ardice and treachery written upon it. . . lf you ever shoot a 
man you w ill do it in the dark, and pull the trigger when no one 
is by to sec." 
W o rd s like "tra ito r" and "Ju d a s" came readily to his tongue. 
\s hr well said on one occasion, " I care not for my dignity.** 
I Ic had plenty of courage, and a very considerable readiness of 
tongue. 
D uring these tempestuous speeches, cheers mingled 
with th** hisses. 
M ore than one newspaper account mentioned 
I hat the turm oil was so great the President's voice was drowned 
o u t 
N ever before or since has any President sought so directly 
and vigorously to destroy Congress before the Am erican people. 
I (ought the traitors of the South." he cried, "a n d I will fight 
them now in the N o rth ". 
"Eactious, domineering, tyrannical 
C ongress." " I he m em bers of Congress, who never smelled gun­ 
p o w d er." 
" W e have seen this Congress assume and pretend to 
b r for the U nion, when its every step and act tended to perpetu­ 
ate disunion and m ake a disruption of the States inevitable.** 
"Y o u r C ongress that is trying to break up the governm ent." 
In lesser degree, President I ruman attacked Congress last 
year during the campaign along similar lines. The attacks are 
Miiiilar also in their fundamental objectives, which can be de­ 
scribed as an attem pt to force the legislative branch of govern­ 
ment to forget certain portions of the Constitution; in the case 
**t Johnson, to forget the Fourteenth Am endm ent; in the case of 
I rurnan. to forget the various provisions which collide with his 
"lib e ra l" program . 
O n e great difference exists. Johnron's purpose was to block 
civil lights for Negroes in the South. Between him and the K u 
K lu x K lan, they were blocked. 
But in the case of President 
! rurnan his purpose is the exact opposite. H e is seeking precisely 
the type of “ civil tights" against which his predecessor fought. 
Instead of being on lohnson’s side, M r. Truman is trying to pick 
up the fight against "w h ite suprem acy" where Thaddeus Stevens 
, left off!
